CAIRO, July 5,—(4)—Furious 
attac s by the reinforced British 
Army of the Nile forced the Ger- 
mans and Italians from their: pre- 
vious stabilized positions in the E] 
Alamein ~—— 70 miles west of 
Alexandria yesterday after’ the 
Axis had _ suffered considerable 
losses in men and heavy equip- 
ment,

Germans retreated locally 
the northwest after being 
pounded by heavy guns, con- 
|Stantly strafed and bombed by the 
' RAF and South African Air Force 
and pressed relentlessly by bay- 
onet-wielding New Zealand, In- 
dian and British troops. 

All British lines in the 35-mile 
bottleneck between the Mediter- 
ranean and the Qattara Depres- 
sion held firmly, and the. men ‘of 
General Sir Claude Auchinle*k 
pressed their counterattack 
vigor through the day and night, 
front line dispatches said. 

Axis on Defense. 

Throughout the long blistering 
day of vigorous fighting, it was 
the British who were doing all the 
jattacking yesterday and the Axis 
which was doing the defending.

Just below the Kursk front, 
however, the Germans succeeded 
in driving a wedge in one of the 
sectors of the Belgorod front de- 
Spite heavy losses, the Russians 
acknowledged. 

The Soviet bureau of informa- 
tion reported that the Red army 
in the Kursk fighting ‘repelled 
uninterrupted enemy attacks, the 
enemy sustaining heavy losses.” 

Flanking Attack Made. 

“On one of he sectors of the 
Belgorod direction, despite heavy 
losses, the Germans managed to 
make a wedge in our defenses, the 
bureau's midnight communique 
said. 

“In a flanking attack our infan- 
try and tankmen 
losses upon the enemy. Hundreds 
of dead enemy soldiers and offi- 
cers remained on the battlefield.” 

Fierce fighting also continued 
in the Volchansk sector adjacent 
to the Belgorod front, the Rus- 
sians added.

It is possible the State Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee, which chose Independence Day 
to:close the lists, and the candidates who elected 
that day to begin their campaigns, did not 
realize the full and appropriate significance 
of that selection. 


This country is engaged in a great world « 


war. It went to war to protect a philosophy 


of government and a way of life which grew . 


out of that most important July 4th, the one 
of 1776, when brave Americans, three from 
the state of Georgia, risked their lives, ‘their 
fortunes and their future, by daring to sign 
that document called our Declaration of In- 
dependence. 

Because this country is at war fighting to 
preserve the principles of that Declaration, 
and because any election today should be 
examined closely by the people of this state 
and the nation, it may be well to here set 
down some of that Declaration.

British Production 

One has to search for bright news. But it 
exists, even though it be in small nuggets. 

While we have been so pleased and gratified 
by our own production, it may have escaped 
notice that the British production has risen 
40 per cent since 1941. 

The British effort, because of her far-flung 
battle lines, required that Britain be more of 
an exporter than an importer. Hence it is a 
bit surprising to the average arm-chair strate- 
gist to realize that in all of 1941 England re- 
ceived 2,134 aircraft from abroad and exported 
9,781. In that year British shipping carried 
overseas 23,000 Army vehicles, 1,300 aircraft 
and more than 400,000 tons of shipping. Many 
of those ships traveled more than 11,000 miles 
on each journey. She imported 200 tanks in 
1941 and exported 3,000. 

For 1942 England will continue to be more 
of an exporter than an importer. 

Production increases have caused one of the 
grievous faults of the war... undue optimistic 
Allied propaganda. Production increases are 
encouraging. But they must be uSed to win 
the war. Shipping shortages, submarine attacks 
and the long routes which must be taken, all 
contribute to the problem.

Georgia Editors Say: 


THERE IS A TIME FOR STERN JUSTICE. 
(From The Albany Herald.) 


The American people are not bloodthirsty. 
They derive no pleasure from the spectacle of the 
public or private execution of criminals, but they 
are quite capable of becoming “hard-boiled” on 
occasion. 


Such occasions, for example, as the one now 
before the Department of Justice following ar- 
rest by FBI agents of eight saboteurs who were 
landed in this country from enemy submarines 
with instructions to destroy vital war industries, 
bridges and waterworks systems. Had they not 
been apprehended they would almost certainly 
have succeeded in carrying out their instructions. 
The FBI's alertness is to be highly commended. 


There is an insistent popular demand for the 
swift punishment of these enemies, two of whom 
are American citizens. These two are classed 
under our laws as traitors and the other six as_ 
spies, for the latter were not in uniform when ar- 
rested. Confronted with overwhelming incrimi- 
nating evidence, they admitted their identity and 
the nature of their mission. 


There will doubtless be a wave of moist-eyed 
sentiment for mercy for the saboteurs who were 
caught red-handed before they could make use 
of the high explosives with which they had been 
provided. They were caught before the devil- 
ment they contemplated could be carried out, so 
pleas for leniency are to be expected. 


But it is to be remembered that this nation is 
fighting for its freedom and for free government 
in many other lands. As matters now stand, 
everything is dependent upon our ability to smoth- 
er the Axis powers, and that ability in turn is 
dependent upon the production of war materials 
in a steadily maintained and an ever-increasing 
volume. If enemy saboteurs can destroy our 
plane and munitions plants, ship yards, bridges 
on vital communication lines, power plants and 
military nerve étcenters, our war effort will be 
seriously hampered. It is not a time for maudlin 
sympathy. for traitors and spies. Such a policy 
would be nothing less than a cordial invitation to 
other enemy agents to march.in with high explo- 
sives, machine guns and other instruments of 
disruption and destruction. ?

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WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 
CALIBER OF ZEROS WASHINGTON, July 5.—After study- 


ing a number of Japanese Zero planes 
shot down in the South Pacific, military authorities say that al- 
though it is a swift and formidable weapon, it is by no means the 
wonder craft its designers have claimed it to be. 

Enough time has now passed for our experts to take the Zeros 
apart and see what they are made of. We have 
knocked down enough of them for all purposes. 
Some have been captured fairly intact. 

Detailed examination by American air ob- 
servers has brought forth the conclusion that 
while the Jap fighter plane is a fast ship of 
easy maneuverability, capable of being produced 
quickly in large numbers, it is not a durable 
war craft measured by American standards. 

Despite some of the earlier reports sent back 
by correspondents in the South Pacific zone, 
the Zero is nowhere near the fighting ship of 
its American opponents. Only in one respect 
is it said to be superior to the early models 
we sent up against it—maneuverability. It also 
has a high speed. 

But in attaining easy 
Japs, according to the experts, have sacrificed 
many other important factors. It is said to 
be deficient in such important elements as 

fire-power, armor plate for protection of the pilots, and rigidity 
of construction. 


maneuverability the 


ONE-PIECE JOB One major structural defect, it is pointed out, 

is that the Zero’s wings and fuselage are 
made in one piece, which means that damaged wings cannot be 
changed. The whole job has to be done over when a ship comes in 
with crippled wings. We have provision for detaching damaged 
Wings and replacing them without great effort. 


In seeking to attain lightness and maneuverability the Japs 
have unwittingly created the Zero’s principal weaknes and vul- 
nerability. Its aluminum sheeting is considerably lighter than that 
used in American warplanes. Because of this skimping of ma- 
terials, the craft is prone to break in two behind the wings. There 
are indications also that the wings themselves do not have the 
structural strength that goes into American planes of the Bell 
Aircobra and Curtiss P-40 types, which have been two of the Zeros’ 
chief scourges: 

American fighters early discovered this weakness of the Zero 
wings and have developed a special technique for making the Japs 
commit aerial hari-kari. Next to shooting them down, our pilots 
found that the best way to get the Zeros wads to start on top of it 
and force the Japs to dive far and fast. Unable to stand the stress 
of a sustained dive, the wings often crack off. 


LIVES MEAN LITTLE The lives of their pilots evidently 


mean little to the Japanese. Zeros 
are equipped with practically no armor plating such as our planes 
and those of the British carry. Neither does the Zero pilot carry 
a parachute. If his plane is shot out from under him the pilot is 
just out of luck. Scores of our own pilots have been rescued after 
parachute descents. 

All of these sacrifices are made in the interest of lightness and 
maneuverability. Allied fliers sum up their appraisal of the ship 
with the phrase, “It’s a good little plane if you don’t mind losing 
pilots.” | 

On the credit side, however, American observers say that it is 
equipped with a neat retractable landing gear, is flush riveted all 
the way, has a roomy and comfortable cockpit, has a good super- 
charger for high altitude operations, is light, and has a high speed.

It was interesting 
then. to me at least, to find out what the reactions of ‘this 
would be when thrown into the Army. I asked him for it. 
ter, which he never imagined would be published, seems 
good that I would like to print it here. And, do herew! ith: 


HE WROTE “You asked for it—came right out and said my 
friends in Atlanta were-interested in my Army 
career. 


“My eyes put me into noncombat service, and when I was inter- 
viewed and given a chance to state my qualifications, I was put 
down for public relations work in the Air.Corps. Then came a 
call for a hundred-odd men, and I found myself in the Medi cal 
Corps, assigned to the Station Hospital here. For a month, [ 
worked as a ward boy, an overgrown orderly, in the hospital, with 
lots of time off for drilling, exercise, hikes. I’ve lost 25 pounds 
and I feel five vears younger (and for one of my tender years, 
five years is lots) = 

“At the end of a month, someone found out I’d been to colieg 
and had some business experience and two fingers able to wo! 
a typewriter, and I was put to work in the Medical Supply Offic ‘ 
I’m the only private in a place full of sergeants and fancy civil 
and I work like a dog (and have a fine time doing it). We recen 
care for, and dispense all medical property for this hospital and 
other outfits. We know more about things than we're permitted to 
say, and it’s a combination of satisfaction, excitement, and down- 
right foolishness. The Army doesn’t have to operate at a profit 
and many unnecessary steps are taken; but the job seems to get 
done, and removing the cost hazard paves the way. 

“My future may go in many directions. I may be shipped 
Australia or Dublin on two hours’ notice—and I may stay righ 
here for the rest of the war. A couple of men have spoken to m 
about going to Officer Candidate School, and in another . 
when I'll have finished my ‘basic training period,’ Ill put in for 
it. When I do, I’m apt to have a chance to shift to the Air Corps, or 
the adjutant general’s department or ordnance. I'll put down the 
Air Corps as my first choice, and the Medical Administrative Corps 
as my second, but I’ll. take a commission anywhere. I don't kno 
what my chances are. It’s very hard to get to Officer Candidat 
School from here. But I don’t much care. I'd like to be a sergear 
but those lads have to be really smart! 

“And I think the Army is a fine place. We seem to be less 
prepared than I used to think we were; and we seem to be more 
likely to succeed than I used to think. 1 wouldn't choose the Army 
as a life work, but it’s the place I'd like to be during a war. The 
Marines do too much dirty work for my ageing bones: and 
Navy’s handsome uniforms don’t influence my convictio 
bombers will sure as - - - sink any navy anyone can build (as 
we get the bombers).

CHICAGO, July. 5.—(4)—Sam 
“Golf Bag’ Hunt, one of the few 
living gangsters of the “Scarface 
Al’ Capone prohibition era, was 
sought by the police today for 
questioning in connection with the 
killing of a Negro houseman. 

The victim; Mike Wade, 54, who 
was employed in suburban Win- 
netka, was shot to death during a 
traffic argument on the Southside 
last night. James Baxter, 38, a 
Negré chauffeur, also of Winnetka. 
was shot in the left hip. 

Lieutenant James McCarthy said 
the order to pick up Hunt was is- 
sued because the license number 
of the car used by the killer and 
his companions was traced to a 
woman believed to be a relative 
of the gangster. 

Hunt won the hickname “Golf 


Bag” after his first arrest in Chi-| 


cago in 1930, when he was seized 
after a shooting. A golf bag con- 
taining a sawed-off shotgun lay on 
te ground nearby. Hunt also car- 
ried a revolved. A wounded man 
was reported seen, in a nearoy al- 
ley, but the police never found the 
victim and charges against Hunt 
finally were dropped. The police 
believed that the victim of this 
shooting was spirited away in an 
automobile. 

Records of the Bureau of Crim- 
inal Identification show Hunt was 
arrested 14 times and was found 
guilty twice on charges of carry- 
ing concealed weapons. The other 
12 charges were. dismissed. On 
the two convictions, he was fined 
$100 and sentenced _ to 
months, and fined $300 and given 
a year in. the Bridewell, respec- 
tively.

'can merchantman—a mercy ship crammed beyond lifeboat 
capacity with the survivors of two torpedoed vessels—was 
sunk near the northern coast of South America June 15, but 

not before a courageous Navy officer gave up his life to f 
at the attacking submarine. 

Seven hours earlier, Captain 
Eric Johansen had halted the/|ship 
_to pick up 63 crewmen .acrift in 
lifeboats, and 110 men in-all were 
standing by when the first | tor- 
| pedo struck at 9:21 p. m. 

Eighteen were  lost—including 
nine of those who had survived 
the previous sinkings, six. of the 
‘ship’s regular crew and_ three 
Navy gunners. 
| Thirty crewmen, eight gunners 
'and the rest of the survivors were 
| picked up after 18 hours adrift in 
overcrowded lifeboats and _ life- 
| rafts. 

The first explosion destroyed

‘one of the vessel’s two lifeboats, 
‘but Second Officer Harlan Soeten, | 
of Philadelphia, said the men from 
ithe other ships made no attempt 
'to force their way into the seats of 
‘the regular crewmen. 

Those without places went over- 
board and most of them found 
refuge on rafts or in the one life- 
boat in tow which had not been 
swamped. 

All hands were waiting for the 
‘attack after another vessel had 
been sunk only a short distance 
away. 

The order to abandon ship came 
immediately, but Captain Johan- 
sen, First Officer George Collings, 
of New York; the radioman and 
the Navy officer in charge of the 
gun crew remained aboard and 
'were lost. Soeten did not know 
ithe name of the radioman, and 
knew the officer only as Lieuten- 
ant (jg) Kammerer, of Philadel- 
phia.
